BYU  Poultry  Farm  Supplies 
Eggs,  Learning  Experience 


Brigham  Young  University’s 
poultry  farm  is  getting  re-estab- 
lished after  being  uprooted  by 
construction  crews  working  on 
the  new  men’s  dormitories. 

At  its  new  location  approxi- 
mately one  mile  north  of  cam- 
j?us,.  next  to  the  university 
dairy,  the  poultry  farm  is  still 
producing  the  majority  of  eggs 
used  by  Wymount  Village,  and 
all  of  the. eggs  used  by  Wymount 
Cafeteria. 

Buildings  Erected 
Three  new  steel  buildings  have 
been  erected  to  house  chickens 
and  processing  facilities  at  the 
new  location. 

All  but  one  of  the  old  build- 
ings were  destroyed  when  con- 
struction began  on  the  men’s 
dormitories  north  of  campus. 

One  wooden  building  was 
transferred  to  the  new  location 
on  the  farm  and  is  now  being , 
used  for  a storage  building.  j 

A house  used  by  five  univer- 
sity students  completes  the  list 
of  buildings  on  the  new  farm,  j 
Four  new  buildings  are  be-! 
ing  considered  for  construction 
this  summer. 

One  will  be  used  for  a dis- 
play building  and  the  other 
three  will  probably  house  more 
poultry,  according  to  Earl  Brock, 
foreman  of  the  farm.  | 

Fed  by  Students 
At  present  there  are  2,000 
chickens  at  the  farm  receiving 
the  care  of  poultry  91  and  189 
students. 


One  thousand  chickens  also 
owned  by  the  university,  are  be- 
ing kept  elsewhere  until  more 
facilities  are  built  for  them. 

Eggs  produced  on  the  farm 
are  candled,  then  graded  into 
extra  large,  large,  medium,  small 
and  pee  wee  sizes.  After  process- 
ing, they  are  sold  to  university 
students  and  faculty  members  at 
wholesale  prices. 

An  optimistic  outlook  for  the 
farm  in  the  future  is  held  by- 
foreman  Earl  Brock.  He  thinks 
it  will  continue  to  grow  and  at- 
tract more  and  more  students 
interested  in  poultry.
